Latt night it was confidently reported that a packet was ar- 
rived from India, with the difagreeable intelligence, that Hyder 
Ally had marched to Pondicherry, and in a very thort time 
made himfelf ma(ter of it.—The place it feems was not capable 
of making much defence, as the fortifications had been moitl 
demolifhed, and no more troops were left in it, than were fat. 
ficient to keep the French and Indian inhabicaats in order. — 
Pub. Ad. 

Advices have been received at the Admiralty ‘with informa- 
tion, that Sir George Rodney is at this time pteparing ta tranf- 
mit the whole property which was found at St Euftatia, at the 
time of its fubmiflion to the Englith arths, “patvary and ftores 
only excluded, under a {trong convoy to England. “The im- 
mediate reafon for this extraordinary’ meafure, is the claim 
which has been made by a number of the Weft India merchants, 
upon a great part of the property which was found in the ifland, 
The decifion concerning the caie, whether or no their preten- 
fions are founcled upon equitable grounds, is to be ‘left to the 
determination of the proper Courts in this country. 

Sir George Rodney is determiazd to keep up a fpirit of dif. 
cipline through all ranks of the navy, as the beft means of pro- 
ducing good confequencés on every occafion, A matiny, or 
rather a con{piracy, having been on board the Sylph, which 
was f> timely difcovered as to prevent any ill efe&, Sir 
George ordered a Court Martial to be held on the delinquents, 
when it clearly appeared, that it was their iaventipa’ to have 
feized the floop, and to have carried her into fome port of the 
enemy. The fentence which is awarded by martial Jaw was 
accordingly pafled upon them, and fix of the moft daring im- 
mediately hung up at the yard arm. The remainder of the 
confpirators who had been wrought upon by artifice, were di- 
{tributed among other fhips in the fleet. 

It was naturally expected, that Sir George Rodney and Ge- 
neral Vaughan would have proceeded from Euttatia to the con- 
queft of Curaffoa, and we are fomewhat difappointed in fiading 
that an expedition, fo likely to fucceed, and promifing fuch 
rewards to thofe who fhould be concerned in it, was not under- 
taken. But the public mult be abundantly farisfied with the 
reafons alligned for this omifioa. Our two gallant command- 
ers were taught to expect the fpeedy arrival of ajficet and ar- 
my from France, and they thought jt theif duty notte hazard 
the fafety of our iflands, nor to Tote the chanct of intercepting 
thofe expected reinforcermeuts, and of defeating theif deligns, 
by undertaking a diftant expedition, the chief obje& of which 
could be nothing but plunder. They therefore, like honeft 
Englifhmen and true patriots, gave up the profpec& of advancing 
their own private iarerelt, for that of promoting the national be- 
nefits 

A young Gentleman of diftinétion, ferving as volunteer un- 
der Admiral Rodney at St Enftatia, writes to his friends, that 
the Admiral, General, and the oldeft officers in the fleet, have 
all expreffed their furprife at this womb of wealth and riches. 
There are ftore-houfes 3000 feet in length, four ftorizs high, 
full of indigo, cochineal, fugars, tobaccos, &c. with fame thou-
